Move Upon Another Little Town 
Held by One Hundied 
Insurgents. 



Two Hours' Sharp Fighting with 
Four Killed and Twelve 
Wounded. 



Insurgents Fled as Invaders Ap- 
proached— Fifty Spanish 
Prisoners Fouiid. 



By Associated Press. 

JIanila, .luly 27, l p.m.—An expedition 
comprising troops from San Pedro Mn- 
cati, Pasig and Morong, under lirigadicr 
General B. H. Hall, yesterday captured 
Oalamba, an important trading town on 
tlic south shore of Laguna buy. There 
was two hours nf shi.rp righting, during 
which four soldiers wore killed and 
twelve ivounded. The trenches com- 
manding the harbor were under ivater 
and tlie swiiinpino.5s of the land made the 
work harder. 

Th(! force comprised four hundred of 
llie Washington volitnteors, 450 of the 
1st infantry, 150 of the -ith cavalry, .and 
two guns of the 1st artillery. Tbesewith 
the gunboats as'semblHcl oposlte Caloanba 
Wed..esday afternoon. Crowds of peo- 
ple in carts and on foot were seen rush- 
ing to the hills. Natives escapinf^ from 
(Jalainba in canoes said a hundred iu- 
surgents held the town. 

A force under Oaptaia Alaograth, of 
tho 21st infantry, and Captain BltO'U- 
hord landed east of tho town btit found 
a river inter\'ening. Captain Maejjrath 
and liieut. Bathon swam the river un- 
der lire from twnty Manser rilles. Hav- 
ing' crossed the stream the oUlcer.-s pro- 
<'nred a cascoe to ferry the troops over. 
The insurgents retreated through the 
town shooting from houses and imshos 
as they Ih^d to tho hills. 

The members oC the Wasliijigton roKi- 
ineiit waded from the caseoes through 
swamps, often shouiacr deep, while a 
group Pilipinos concealed in hay- 

stack.': -ic.o shooting at them until the 
impli i I 'uiioh tnrncKj her 14-poiinder 
and --i:'^ gnns on tho staclcs for a few 
nunute.'. Most of tho work was done 
before the Wasliington yolnateors could 
reach tho town. 

Tlie Pilipinos left three dead. OC the 
(asiialtieH on the American side, two of 
the UIIUnI and woinidod belonge<I to the 
Twenly-lir.'--t infantry. There was ainoh 
sliocdiiig liy Aiiiigos wlio emergi'd from 
the bushes with white Hags. After the 
light a dozen men holding up their hands 
and shouting " Castillauos," met the 
American cavalry. Even Spanish sol- 
diers greeted the Americans hysterically. 
'I'here wero uO Spanish prisoners at 
t'.'ilaniba, of wiitfm some were civil oO\- 

'i'iie Spaniards lind been ghw the 
cboic(> of joining Uic Pilipim*. tn'my 
he(;omitm' servants -to Plliplnos, and 
chose tho army, Intending to surrcmler 
at the first opportunity. Most of ilie 
civilians ronched the American lines 
during the fighting, btit the insurgents 
took' others away with them in their re- 
treati General Hall captured twelve 
Filipinos with guns. Major-General 
Lftwton, Prof. Dean, oC Worcester, of 
tlic American Philippine Commission, 
Mrs. Lawton and C!cn(!ral I.awton's 
son accompanied tin! e.viuMlition oa hoard 
a launch, and sat coolly in an unprotect- 
ed boat close to the shore during the 
lighting, the bullets splushing about 
them. 

T',-dav General Hall brought to Man- 
ila the Spaniards whom the expedition 
had released from a captivity of more 
than a year. 

Lieut. Larson, commanding the Naj)- 
idaii, to-day found a long.-missiiig Span- 
ish gunboat, whidi liad Ivecn covered 
with bushes and lish-r.els so as not lo ri>- 
senilile a vessel. 

The Filipiii'is having met reiaforee- 
nient. and thinldng that the Anierioiins 
had (evacuated the town. desceade<l from 
the hills lo-diiy, intending to re-occii])y 
Calaiiiba. (ieiicral Hall soon drove 
them back, (ietieral Hall 'Will leave a 
garrison at Calainba.

he liiiH promised to make it warm, for 
those who threw him over, and the best' 
way to accompli.sh that end is to remain 
in the house. 

The politician from Winnipeg is uot 
going out like a lamb, nor does ho take 
his defeat calmly, He has declared his 
intention to be revenged on all and sun- 
dry v.-Uii coatribnted to his downfall, 
and has told those -ivhoiii bo could moot 
(it llie course lie intends to pursue. In 
some eases be got quite excited and 
showed how keeiiU- li(> felt the turn af- 
lairs Inno tjiken. For it is to be romcm- 
liered that the result of the caucus -sviis 
an euiirc surprise to Mr. Martin. He 
wii.s <iiiite sure that he could command 
the support of a majority of the mem- 
bers, and although he learned early ia 
the evening that some of his frieads 
had gone buck on hini, he was not pre- 
pared for tho ovei-B'helmiMg defeat wbicli, 
he met. He bad coun' c ' on th<^ support' 
of all the Liberal 'men ''Ki-K, but in this 
respect his liopes wcrt. dissipated early 
in the day. Mr. Dcane. tlic member for 
North Yal(\ one of those Vho worked so 
bard to liave Mr. Martlij. included in the 
Senilin cabinet, was oiie'oC! the; .flrst np- 
proachca, and soon let his formW leader 
know that bo could nO'Ionger bo counted 
111 Kin. , This was a', rather severe blow 
to ihe Attorney-General, for after hav- 
ing kept Mr. Deano in tho legislature by 
till' iKitorious ibill to confirm Messrs. 
I>eane and Prentice in their scats, he 
rhonght tlmi Mr. Doaae at least ivould 
"'land by him. Hut since the proroga- 
tion of the bouse, niany things have hap- 
pened which hav(. jmt ideased 3Ir.

Mr. Deane's defection, however, was 
only the (^miineneeiiieiit of the stampede 
from the banner of the lii.te attorney-gen- 
eral.

Robert Nisbet, a Setosmau who iloos 
not kuow what it is to bo disL-ouniKoil, 
has boon si>t'uduiij a Uiiy or two at tliu 
Domiiiion smcc his ari'ival from his uow 
hoifeViDawBittij Jeft-'oa the Isl a lul or 
thl8*irio^ning, en route' to Edinbureh for 
" a bit of a rest." Mr. Nisbet thorough- 
ly deserves the respite, and his experi- 
ence is deserving of somewliat exteudod 
attention, Inasmuch as it is the story of 
a man absolutely unfamiliar with, the 
West and its conditions who hits made 
a fortune in the short space of a year. 
It was May 11, ISOS, when Mr. !Nisbct 
left Kdiuburt'li, liaving made up his 
mind to try for fortune in the golden 
Klondike. lie came on to Vancouver 
and there fell into tlie bauds of the 
li«stoi>-Al»ska Trauaportation Co., who 
were advertihuig extensively llie fact 
that they were carrying,' Canadiiui gov- 
ernment supplies for Dawson, and 
would guarantee delivery of freight and 
passengers at Dawson, via the lower 
river, within 30 days. Their river boats 
were all ready, they said, and there 
would be nothing to interrupt the pleas- 
ure and smoothness of the all-water 
trip. But the actual experience differed 
radically from the entrancing picture. 
When Dutch Harbor was reached it wi 
found tliat the river boats were not yet 
completed, and a wait of three week 
was necessitated in order that tlie 
barges might be got ready .Vt tlu 
same time general uneasiness was creat 
ed with regard to the non-arrival of tin 
steamer I./;iurada, bringing up the sup- 
plies for tlu! river journey, and a com- 
mittee of passengers — Jlr. Nisbet among 
them— was linally despatelied seaward to 
search for the overdue Laurada. fog 
coming up on the day of their depart\ire 
from the camp, they had the ill luck to 
be lost in a chilling luist for twelve 
lio\us, and were forced to return unsue- 
ecssful on the third da.v. Then a setv)nd 
start was made — for St- Michael — on the 
Governor Pingree, with tlio bart;e 
Michigan in tow, and the day before St. 
Michael yma made a Qre in the forward

fatality resulting. By oud by' the truant 
Laurada arrived, and her cargo being 
itrnnsferrcd, the ascent of the river was 
commenecd, the passengers cougnitulai- 
dng themselves that their troubles were 
at last ended. On tlie contrary, it 
proved that the.v had but commenced. 
Lieaving port at 9 a. ni., it was intendel 
by the captain of the Governor I'ingree 
-to make the mouth of the Yukon thai 
^ alight, . with his tow, the Michigan. 
' Two hours out. however, tli(> sleeping 
passengers felt a shiver riui tlirough the 
steamer. Mr. Nisbet caUe<l to his 
chum to go and investigate the <'anK<', 
while he himself packcHl >ip their niutu:il 
belongings. It was found that the 
steamer had located a rock and was 
making water rapidly. Of coui-se. the 
pumps were started and the boats low- 
ered, a considerable quantity of the 
freight being discharged in tlie small , 
boiits, while a number of the Pingree's 
crew were sent back for ast^istance. 

During their absence a steamer of the 
Moran fleet came along and stood by 
until relieved by another of the B. A. 
Co.'s fleet, when it was decided to make 
a run for the shore, the passi'n^ers la- 
boring at the pumps for eighteen coii- 
Kceutive hours until e.\.hausted. Then it 
fell to their lot to discharge the freight, 
and after an examination the diver suc- 
ceeded in putting on a patch 12 feet long 
by 14 inches wide, with which decora- 
tion the steamer resumed .her interrupt- 
ed journey. Sandbar after sand'bar-.njBxt 
put its iiijimctioii against progress, the 
(puly variety in the p roceedings being pro- 
vided by the purser, in an announce- 
ment that Jiis funds were eishausted, 
and tl)o passengers would either have to 
go ashore and cut . wood or contribute 
to purchase it. They chose the chop- 
ping, except on oiie or two occnsions, 
Wlien a levy of $10 a man was made, 
mid the Indians reaped a harvest. Other 
difficulties multiplying. Captain Pearse, 

■ who -MIS in charge of the government 
freight^ decided to take cliaige by the 
time Fort Rampart was reached, lie 
would finance the expedition throuKli, | 
he said, and hope returned. After more 
trouble with the bars, the Pingree wai 
ordc'red to droj) the; barge at Fort Yti 
kon, and Captain Trotter was sent on 
to Dawson to bring down a suitabh 
steamer to carry the Michigan throuf,'h 
This steamer was secured, but the bargi 
.and' its cargo of government provisions 
did not roach Dawson until the follow- 
ing spring. Meanwhile the Pingree 
made what headway she coulil, and Mr. 
Js'isbet and his friends reached Dawson 
'li: SeptiMuber 2.">. On the "iTtli he set 
out for the creeks, visiting lionanza, 101 
Dorado, Quartz. Dittle lUanche and oth- 
er streams, and eventually returninf: to 
Dawson to record what he had fallen 
across. At one of his claims on Bonan- 
za he had employed himself in sinking 
n hole to hednx'k, with the l(Tnperature 
ranging from. 35 to 58 below, finding the 
pay-dirt at 58 feet. He subse(iuently 
made several trips across the hills, and 
by spring— when it was possible to got 
around — acquired, by location and pur- 
chase, a controlling interest in six prom- 
ising properties, the majority on the 
Bonsuiza and its tributaries, but one or 
two also on Quartz creek. These clean- 
ed up wi'll this spring, and Mr.- Nisbet 
is sativitied with a sraail fortune nuide al- 
ready..

Tho ciuieiis (lid not diiui^e the iiolitioiil 
situatiou one iota. It only domonstrutcd 
TVliat : every one knew cbef ore, namely, 
that the opposifibn hAld 'the whip hand 
anil can either dictate the policy of the 
pni^iinco or oust Mr. Semlin iis they see 
tit. iflvery one realized that the govern- 
ment supportf?S WflUld throw Mr. Mar- 
tin over. They believe him to be the 
Jonah ot the administration. That is, 
some of them do. Others think he lias 
been badly used. Others again — and 
these . are . "Uie - . shrewdest; . ppUticians 
among them — see that the caucus was 
simply the beginning of the end, except 
in the very improbable event of the oppo- 
sition coming to the rescue of the govern- 
ment. 

It was rumored on the streets yester- 
day that ;Mr. Semlin had pramised the 
attorniEsy-generalship ' W Mr. Henderson. 
As the only lawyer in the party— for 
;Mr. Martin can hardly be rec-kunod a 
member of the party now— Mr. Hender- 
6on seems , to have, -the coll mfom the 
oJDce^ 'If he doetf 'not receive it. arid 
Mr. Semlin looks across the honse for an 
attorney-general, his cnancc of securing 
one from that quarter is doubtful under 
any cu-cum»tances, and certainly impos- 
sible witliout ^ A complete reversal of 
policy. Moreover it i» an open question 
what strength tljjs yroil^^ bring to the 
government. If Mr. HenoCi'^o"; should 
be passed over, ho would doubtiC^** ^"'^ 
low Mr. Martin into the cave 
..^Adullam, to issue thence by and byo, 
wliiifl opportunity arises to give Mr. 
SeinJln tllP coup do grace. If Mr. Sem- 
'"a reconiii'CI'^* Henderson as attor- 
ney«cnerai, the Lioutoirant-Governor 
may neeept Ihe advice as a matler .of 
routine, for the sake of avoiding an 
appeal to the people before another ses- 
sion. Wo do not know what reception i 
Mr. Henderson would receive in Now 
Westminster if he returned for ri- 
election as attorney-general. It t:wy- 
without saying that lie would not roceiyy 
the support of the pcopl'i f.vUl)Vorlea 
"iiiUl liisl. yCHll'. Von'im Mr, Brown 
would iterwlt hiM to be rct>li-ued wiUi- 
out oClKwlUbll* bit as tikis would be to 
cutceuch him to ^is 'seat, wMch Mr- 
B'rowii believes himself to be tlio proper 
■person to lill, we may be iillowed to 
fUtertjiin some doubts on this score. 
\notlier report is tha.t Mr. Semlin has 
decided to look for an attorney-general 
outside of the legislature. 

Four government menilnTs \vere ab- 
sent from the caucus, and they are four 
geutleuien upon ^^ilose political action 
under the peculiar c.cumstnnees that 
have arisen, nothing can be predicated 
with certainty.

Semlin held Mr. Trentice's proxy, but 
we doubt if Mr. Pieiiliee is the sort oC 
man to give his politicia proxy to any 
one It is understood that General Kin- 
chant and Mr. Kollie sent in 
theii- proxies. Mr. Melgesen is in 
Atlin. We do not believe any one is 
in a position to pledge in advance whiit 
rourse these gentlomqn . will take when 
tht! house meets. With the uncertainty 
hUtrouudin.^' thiir action and the open 
disaffection of Mr. Martin and his 
friends, it is dillicult to see how Mr- 
t^emlin can, hope to hold on for any 
U'ligtli of time, even if he gets over his 
present dilllculty.

^Ir. .Toseph ^Martin must by this time 
be convinced tliat his best friends were 
those whom he chose to Qonsjidvr his ene- 
mies. If he had listened io the advice 
given him by the Colonist, ho would not 
be in the position ho now^Gccupies. 

It is not fair, as some do, to charge 
inpon him all the sins of the govern- 
ment. Ho was responsilile for tlie in- 
iquitous Enabling act, but not more so 
tliaii hia ooUeagues. It was that act 
which kept them in power. They can- 
not enjoy the bcQcflts of it and throw 
tlie resjionsiliility upon their ejected col- 
league. Mr. Martin Is not any more re- 
sponsible for the policy of excluding 
aliens from our placers than any one 
else; inn- is lie in tmy way speL-iiilly re- 
spoiisil)U' for llie iiiis<!li('ivous iirovisions 
regarding mining conipiinies. 'INie I'iifilit- 
hour law is as nuK-li tlie ('reatiire iil' Mr. 
.Semlin and Mr. Cotton as of Mr. Mar- 
tin. Ho is directly and personally re- 
sponsible for some bad features of/ legis- 
lation .•iiid for several iiighly objeetion- 
able acts of adminLstnition. But liis 
colleagues supported him in these acts, 
and his ejection from the government is 
not sought bocfttiso of them.' ' Mr. !Mar- 
tin's colleagues were quite willing to 
hav(' his support, and to allow liini to 
work his sweet will with the province 
until they found that the country would 
not stand the wrecking policy, when they 
made basic to get rid of him. The Col- 
onist has no special love for Mr. JIartiii 
as a public man, luit it protests against 
making him a scapegoat for all the sins 
of this administration. 

It has not been an agreeable duty for 
the Colonist to expose Mr. Martin's un- 
fitness for a ministerial position in Brit- 
ish Columbia, but it was unavoidable. 
The fight had to be made in the interest 
of better, government and better, poli- 
tics. While regretting the necessity for 
dealing witli any public man as Mr. 
Martin has been dealt v;itli, the Col- 
onist feels gratified at its shar» in bring- 
ing about what we . think is the first step 
tow.-irds the inauguration of a Iwtter 
state of tilings in British Coliiiubia.

Jlonroeism, as it is, called, jOlthough^.it 
hoars Hctle resemblance to the original 
doctrine laid down by President Mon- 
roe, died a natural death when Expan- 
sion was born. 

It has been the policy of Great Brit- 
ain tacitly to recognize the Monroe Doc- 
trine, which, indeed, was suggested to 
President Monroe by Mr. Canning, who 
was then premier. Great Britain is 
practically the only European country 
ha^'iag territory in America, for the por- 
tions of Guiana belonging to the French 
and the Dutch, and' the French, DanLsh 
and other foreign West Indies, are in- 
considerahh' when compared with the 
whole (.-ontinent. On the other hand, 
Groat Britain is tlu' largest individual 
owner of territory in the Weatern Hem- 
isphere, and it is completely in line with 
her policy that no Eurbp6an govdrnmeat 
shall be allowed to extend its present 
dominions or acquire new jiossessions in 
America, Tlii-s is the original Jfonroc 
Doctrliie, allliougli it is not just so ex- 
pressed in the message wherein it is 
laid down. The late Ja.mes G. Blaine 
was chiefly responsible for the new 
meaning that has been put upon the 
term, although ho himself did not use it. 
Blaine's hobby was what ho called Pan 
Americanism, which meant first a com- 
mercial and later a politicol consolida- 
tion of all the governments in the AVest- 
ern World, exclusive ot those uudiu- the 
llag of Great Britain. I'an-Ainerieiin- 
ism flashed in the niui, so to siirak. jiii! 
it left in the publie mind of the IJnilcil 
Slates a feeling that the conntry wa 
destined to control every other Aineri 
can country. This guardianship was not 
hailed with iiiiiiiixcd di-li^'lit. Mexici 
received the suggestion of it very cooll.v 
Chile respectfully announced that sin 
was quite capable of attending to her 
own int(!rnatioiial aflairs. Biiizil 
iH>red the wliol(> niiiller. The Central 
American Bepublics have been at in 
pains to conceal their indillerenco to ii 
Only Venozuohi invoked it, anil in lier 
case Great Britain recognized it. at least 
formally. 

We think the people of the Cnitci 
States win. have to grow accustomed t 
the idea that Monroeism, as they ,ui 
dei-staiid it, is (.iil.v a pleasant fiction, 
and that herciirtcr the minor American 
governments will hiivi' Io come under tlu 
sjinie international rules as other coun- 
tries. N'evertheless, Great Britain and 
the United States-, will probaibly co-op- 
erate in seeing that the originardootrine 
is not in any way violated.

Under these circum- 
stances, we should thiaU Cape Nome a 
good place to avoid, even if.lt were as 
rich as some people say, and it undoubt- 
edly is not.

This road has never been gazetted as 
a public highway, anil thV fact that the 
provincial government and- the mujiici- 
pal council have . doUectcd taxes. on the 
lots in their entirety ahoivs conclusivdy 
that thev never treated or intcndetl the 
present t'ravellod diugonal road as n por- 
nianeut roadway. 

It is to 1)0 hoped the mayor and nlder- 
nien will not weaki'ii in the action tbe.v 
have taken, but go right :ihea<l and 
complete the good work they have under- 
taken, and let the people see tliat they 
are not a eoiincil that can be balked in 
their endeavor to do what: is right li.v 
the vandalism of a few sore-heads aiui 
kickers.

Procecilings at"'the..;H0nrj&ff|liig^^ 
Arguments of "the Coiinser Re- 
viewed. 

A London letter dated July 12 gives the 
following details of the hearing already 
briefly reported by cable: 

"An Important case affect hi;; the working 
of coal nilnps In British IJohiniblu cn 
.vostonlav before the judicial committee of 
tho I'rivy Council, consisting of Lords Wat 
son, Ilobhouse and Mncnaughtou and Sir 
Edward Fry, The question arose on an 
appeal by the iJnIon Colliery Company and 
others from a judgment of the Supreme 
court of British Columbia qa.. an appeal 
In an action brought by-' tbe'respondcnt 
John Bryden, on behalf of himself and com 
pany, which owns and works- certain coul 
mines in British Oolumbla-^flrstly, from em 
ploying Chinamen in positions of trust and 
responsibility In and about the mines, as 
banksmen, signalmen, etc.; or, secondly 
from employing them in other positions, as 
laborers below ground, In cutting out and 
winning the coal. Mr. Hrydcn alleged that 
the eniploymeut of Chinamen In the mines 
by reason of their Incapaolt.v, was danger 
oils and Injurious to the property of tho 
company, ui\C, further, that such employ- 
ment was contrary to the Coal .Mines 
Kegiilatlon act. Chap. i:i.S of tho Revised 
Statutes of liritl.sh Cohurilila, 1,S97. 'J'lic 
company (the directors being joined as 
defendants) pleaded that they did not cm 
piny Chinamen in the responsible capacities 
alleged ih the . first statement, and as the 
employment yOf -Chinamen underground as 
laborers' th^, appellaht ad'mltted .such em- 
ployment, alleging' that ' It was perfectly 
safe, and that the prohibition of such em- 
ployment was unconstitutional and ultra 
vires. The case was tried before Mr. Jus 
tliM' Drake, who, In giving judgment, said 
thi> evidence established the fact that 
(Chinamen were more cautious than white 
miners, and there were fewer iiceldents 
anuinf; llii'm tlian amoni,' the while laborers, 
and he cuiio to tho toriclu.slim, thcri>fore, 
that the opposition to tlieir employment 
was not based on their Ineflli'lency or onre- 
iessness, hut on the ground that their em 
ploynieni tended to keei) down the price of 
white liih.ir; but on the (piestlon of ( 
Btltutloiialily, the h'arned Judge hold that 
tile provincial leKlBlatiue hud authority tf 
deal with subjects of 'naturalization' am 
'aliens,' and there/ore that the Mi^es Rogu 
latlon.nct was not ultra vires, 'and the 
injuncthjn against their emplo.vment must 
he granted. The Colliery (Company appeal 
ed to tin; Full court, wlileh condrmed Ihi 
Judgment of Jlr, Justice Drake, whereupon 
the conipany appealed to the Privy Council, 

"The Hon. R. Blnke nnii Mr. Cafialdy, 
tho Canadian bar, siipporlod the appeal. 
Mr, Taylor, Q.C. (Canadian hnr), and .Mr, 
.Ios('|>li .Shaw nppe.ired for the respondents, 
and Mr, Haldnne, Q,C., and Mr. C. A 
HuHseli, Q.C, for, the attorney-general of 
HrlilRh Columbia, who obtatricd;'- special 
leave to Intervene. 

".Mr. lilake argued that the Jmlgment of 
the court R below should be reversed, on 
the grounds that the ennctnjent In ques- 
llon was not within the competence of 
the provincial IcglRlaturc. anil because the' 
Canadian parliament, linving dealt with the 
sidiject In so far as seemed to that parlln 
ment fitting In public Interest, It was not 
competent to the provincial legislature to 
Impose further restrictions a.nd disabilities 
upon Chinese Immigrants. 

VMK .Holdane, In supporting the decision 
of the courts below, on behalf of the nt- 
torncy-general of lirltlsh Columbia, arpned 
thnf the law, which was passed In the pnh- 
Ilc Interest, was constllutlonal nnd within 
the competence of the provincial Ictflsla 
lure. .,

ents, their lordships reserved judgment. 



AT THE PARIS MORGTJB. , 

How tho "Tliird Degree" Is Worked on 
Murderers in France. 

From the London .Standard. 

A Jaw that has Tocoutly conio into 
oi>eration gives prisoners tho right of 
communicating with council within 24 
hours after their arrest. One of the 
immediate consequences of this measure 
may be to put a stop to those "con- 
frontations" at tho morgue which ore 
so dramatic a feature of French crim- 
imii procedure. "With a view to bnng- 
ing a murderer to confess, he is talron 
to the morgue, and tliere brought face 
to facL> with the body of his victim. 
Every artilicc is used to make t:hG con- 
frontation as impressive as possible, as 
it is hoped tliat tho ten-iblo sight he is 
compelled to gaze on wi!i so trouble the 
nuitdcrer that he will lose command over 
himself and make a clean breast of liis 
crime in his agitation. When lie enters 
tho room ho can see nothing, as the 
stone bencli on wliicli the body is exposed 
ia concealed by a curtain. The examin- 
ing magistrate presses liim with ques- 
tions, and then, at what he considers 
the opportune moment, gives the signal 
for the curtain to be pulled bjick. 

The murderers who have stood this 
ordeal without llinchiug are compara- 
tively few. Tho majority of tliem ex- 
hibit the utmost terror, .and Implore, to 
be talicn out of .aight • 'of; thoicoirpse. 
There ia 11 chair in tho fopni where the 
confroiii utions take placed Jh wiiich the 
majority of tlie moat notorious murder- 
ers of the hist 30 years have been seated. 
Their names .are inscribed on it.s back, 
one of them "being Troppmann, who just 
before lie .Fxunco-Gorman war but- 
chered an entire fsimily. Frencli crim- 
inal- er-^msel Iiavo foiiiul tliat tlies(> con- 
frontations almost ahvay;-' result in the 
ccafusiou of their clients, have hndccd 
into thc'-matter, and believe tliey liave 
discovered that tlie examining magis- 
trate luis no legal right to subject a pris- 
oner to this ordeal. For tlie future tlicy 
are going to advise their cliontu to refuse 
to allow themselves to be taken li> the 
morgue, and it seems tluit it is a. moot 
point wlietlier the authorities will l.u' 
able to convey tliem lliitlier i)y force.

PROVINCIAL NEWS 



GRAND FORKS. 
Grand Forks, July 124. — At a iwiut on 
the Kettle river eight miles fro-m the 
- headwaters, ' and .27 miles l!rom Arrow 
lake, via Fire valley, John AVorth locat- 
ed a placer claim sovoral months ago. 
John Ijodgo, who is an old placer miner, 
located a claim opposite tlio discovery, 
and. during the winter cut a ditch 3,00U 
feet in length, in order to obtain water. 
The diggings are ou the bench. Quito 
a number of claims have boon staliod, 
and many men are getting ready to 
■wash, the yellow dust out. Seven dollars 
without saving any of; the fine gold is 
the largest amount yet taken out in one 
day. The bedrock is from 5 to 75 feet 
from the surface, and indications point 
to pay ground, more especially for a 
hydraulic company. About throe miles 
from the placer ground several gold 
quarta locations have been made, and 
J. Ij. Toole, of Anaconda, went iu to 
have a look at them in the interest of 
Montana capitalists. The Olds brothecs 
■laia the principal owners. 

CARIBOO. 

Tcte iJaune Cache, the district to the 
northwest of Mounts llorker and Brown 
which is being boomed as gold country, 
already has one serious crime to its 
record. .T. Hughes, an old man 55 
years of age, from Kansas, spent last 
winter trapping wfth A. AIcAuliiy, a 
quarter-brood from Prince Albert. 
When it came to dividing up the skins 
at the end of the season there was a 
big row. Hughes shot McAulay, the 
bullet entering his cho.st over the right 
lung. For nine days after the row 
Hughes called regularly at McAalay's 
tent and asko<l Mrs. AIcAuIay whether 
her husband was not yet dead. He 
even wont so far as to dig a grave for 
his victim. Ilnghos was arrested and 
taken to Donald last wook, where he 
was committed for trial. The prisoner 
did not seem to roalizo his position, and 
had peculiar lioiie that tlie American 
government would come and rescue liim.

In 1S!)1 Sir lUcahrd L'artwrlght declared 
to be ''a monstrous thing" "that an ex- 
penditure of tliirty-slx or thirty-seven mil- 
lions should he saddled on live millions of 
people lu the position of the people of 
Canada."

Here again, how- 
over. Sir nicbard can lielp ua. Speaking in 
1800 he said: "We ore taxed thirty mil- 
lions a year. The average wages through- 
out the Dominion of Canada, not merely 
the agricultural laborer, hut of the 
ordinary artisan, rarely exceed on an iivcr- 
ago .$:iiiO per man In ouch family year, so 
that at tho present moment we are admin- 
istering our allairs so economically that we 
require to raise thirty iiilUlons, enough to 
maintain one hinulri'd thousand families, or 
live hmulred thousand laillvUluals In reason- 
able comfort without tlioir doing one stroke 
of work. Sir, If we were to make a further 
calculation we would And that at least 
thirty days' wages, on aa average, of every 
workman In Canada were reqnlred to defrdy 
tho expenses of our federal government.!' 

Graphic word painting! Impressive ora- 
tory! Unmitigated humbug! 

The eloquence of th^ man who blubbered 
year after year about the Iniquity of ex- 
tracting thlrty-sIx or thirty-seven ndlllons 
from' the pockets of the farmers and 
artisans of Canada was not halt so elo- 
quent as the silence of the same man wlicn 
tho government of which he Is a member 
is extracting forty-three and a half mil- 
lions from the pockets of tho farmers and 
artisans of Canada for the same purpose.

A. BY-LAW. 

To Provide for the Brectton of a Steel or 
Bteel and Stone Structure Free of Cost 
to the Corporation In Place of the 
Present James Bay bridge, and for the 
Ueclaraation of James Bay Plats. 

Whereas it is expedient aud necessary 
that the hridge at present crossing that 
portion of Victoria Hurbor known as Jamci 
liay be replaced with a substantial steel or 
»teel and stone structure; 

And whereas it Is also expedient aud 
necessary. In the Interests of the cltlzeus 
and for the preservation of the public 
health, tha'; the land partly covered by 
water, and known as the James Bay llatH, 
e reclaimed; 

And whereas for the purposes hereinafter 
mentioned It is necessary that the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria should acquire 
aud for that purpose should expropriate the 
iThole of the laud aud buildings situate on 
tile soutli side of Humboldt street, and 
extending from the east side of James Bay 
bridge up to but exclusive of the Iteformed 
liplscopul church; 

And whereas It has been ascertained, and 
now appears, that the Muulclpul Council, 
by the granting of a lease for fifty years 
ipon the terms hereinafter set forth of the 
aid James Bay Huts, and of the lauds and 
premises hereinafter secondly described, can 
secure the erejllou of the said new bridge 
across James Bay, atoresald, aud the elTee- 
tual reelaniatloii of the said James Bay 
liuts without cost to the Corporation; 

And whereas such an arrangement would 
be bcuellclal to the Corporation; 

Therefore the Municipal- Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria cnocts 
as follows: 

.Sec. 1. The Mayor and Clerk of the Cor- 
poration arc hereby authorized to enter 
Into an agreement with any person or per- 
sons, body or bodies corpqrate, who may 
be iu a position and willJnfe to carry out 
the terms thereof for granting a lease of, 
tirstiy, all that tract or parcel of land partly 
covered by water, situate within the limits 
of the Corporation, called or commonly 
known as the James Bay tiats, up to the 
northerly Hue of Belleville street; and, 
.secondly, nil the land and buildings situate, 
l.ying aud being on the south side of Hum- 
boldt street and eitcndlug from the said 
James Bay hridge to, but not including, tho 
Uefonued Episcopal church, aud known as 
city lots 171. 215, 214, 213, 212, 211, 210, 201), 
228, 207, 20ti and 205, In block 25, and lot 
:ii27, block IU of Christ Church trust, and 
more particularly shown on the offlclai map 
of the said city, for any period which the 
Corporation may at tho (luie of entering 
Into such agreement by law be enabled to 
grant,, not exceeding, however, the space 
of tifty years, upon the terms and condi- 
tions and for the considerations followlng - 
tha'. is to sav; 

(1.) The lessee or lessees shall witliin one 
mouth after the execution ot tho said lease 
commeuci! and diligently continue to till In, 
with suitable material, to a height four feet 
above high water mark tho whole of the 
luud now known as James Bav liuts, and 
hereinbefore tlrstly described: 

;2.» Tho lessee or leasocs shall fortlnvlth, 
on the cxecntlou of the said lease, pay to 
the Corporation the whole of the costs to 
wlilch tlie Corporation shall he put for pur- 
cliase mollies and expenses consequent upon 
aud for the purchase and expropriation of 
the land iK-reinbefore secondly described: 

(.'!.) The lessee or lessees shall forthwith, 
on the execution of tlio said lease proceed 
to aud shall with [iropcr diligence prosecute 
the work of pulling down and removing the 
present James liay bridge, and shall build 
on the site on which the present bridge 
stands a handsome steel bridge of the full 
width of Government street on solid but- 
tresses of masonry or steel cylinders, filled 
with concrete, iBttcd with lamps for Ugltt- 
lug the said bridge by electricity, such 
bridge to be in accordance with plans and 
spcclllcutlons to be approved of li.v the 
elder and permanent engineer for the time 
being of the Corporation before the execu- 
tion ot tlic said lease, and such plans and 
specifications shall ho embodied In and torui 
part of the said lease: 

(i.) The lessee or lessees shall pay dur- 
ing the terni of fiftv year.i. for which the 
said lease sIkPI be granted, an nuiiual 
popper-corn rent, and the lease shall con- 
tain as :i term tlierenf the exemption of 
the whole of the properly Included In such 
lease from the paymont of all Municipal 
taxes, except licenses, during the continu- 
ance of the term thereby created: 

(5.) The lessee or les.sees shall be entitled 
lo use and occupy the salil land and prciii- 
Ises for the purpose of a recreation ground 
and exhlhltloii. and shall be entitled to 
charge such prli'es as they may deem fit 
for the adnilsslcin of persons thereto. They 
may erect such buildings or erections on 
the said land as ma.y be necessary or de- 
sirable f(n- the purposes ot the recreation 
ground iiud exl-bltlon, hut they shall not 
be jieriiiltted anrlng the said term to erect 
dwelling houses thereon, or stores, or shops, 
or other buildings for comniercial purposes, 
except for such dwelling houses or husl- 
uoKses as shall ]w nec'cKsary for the pur- 
poses of aud ill conucctloa with the said 
recreation ground or oxiilbitlou. The lessee 
or lessees shiill be peinilfted, liowever, to 
erect, alongside and fronting on tho east 
side of the new bridge to be erected hy 
tlioui. oruaincntal kiosks, the number and 
Vesign whereof shall, be suldoct to tlip ap- 
proval cif the Municipal Couudl, and the 
f;ame Riiall lie built on steel or metal pil- 
lars, to bp In accordance with plans und 
specifications to tie approveii of liy the said 
engineer of the Corporation, and tlie lessee 
or lessees shall be at Ilberl.5 to carry on or 
permit to be carried on lu such kiosks any 
trade or ImslnoKs which they may think 
fit. and which shall not be a nuisance or 
harmful to the neighborhood or the proper 
user of the said bridge, and tho same slinll 
be liiclnded In the said lease and lie entitled 
to the same prtvlleces ns thf remainder of 
tiM! land Included therein: 

(0.) The lessee or IcBsees shall during the 
term created by the said lease keep the 
said pleasure ground in good order and 
condition, and surround the same with 
an oriniinental open fence of Iron, and the 
same shall, at tlie expiration or sooner 
determination of tlie sold lease, with the 
buildings and other structures thereon, be 
handed over ,to , the Corporation lu good 
order and condition, reasoDablc wear aud 
tear only.; excepted: . ; 

(7.1 As sobn as the new' bridge' shall be 
completed and handed over, to the Corpora- 
tion, the same shall be maintained nnd kept 
til good repair and condition und well light- 
ed by the Corporation, who shall there- 
upon become the owners of the same wlth- 
oot^any payment or liability, to the lessee 



or lessees or any person claiming under him 
or them for tho construction thereof: 

(8.) The lessee or lessees shall enter into 
a covenant to keep open the said pleasure 
ground, ami keeii the said ground and build- 
ings iu good repair aud condition du.rlug the 
term of the said lease, and that In the 
event of the said pleasure ground being 
dosed for a period of eighteen months, or 
in case of the breach by the lessee or 
lessees of any of the covenants contained 
In the said lease, the Corporation shall, 
without any compensation to the lessee or 
lessees in respect thereof, be empowered to 
reenter upon the said premises and re- 
possess and enjoy the same, and the said 
lease shall thereupon be at an end. 

.Sec. 2. This by-law Is made subject to 
the necessary powers being granted by tho 
)..eglslature of the Province of British 
Columbia by an net of the said Legislature 
authorizing and empowering the Corporation 
to enter into aud execato the said lease. 

See. 3. This by-law shall before the final 
passing thereof receive the assent of the 
electors of the Municipality In manner pre- 
scribed by the "Municipal Clauses Act," 
and amending acts. 

Sec. 4. a?hl8 by-law. may be cited as the

llarriman Explorers Follow in the I'^)ot- 
steps of Muir— Deep Un- 
known Hay. 

Shortly before the Pilot left .Funeau 
for Victoria, G. A. Trowor, of Seattle, 
and J. Phillips, of Port Orchard, who 
were of the Harrlmnn party of seion 
tists, arrived from Kodiak on the 
steamer. ;Dora. - Tlicy give accounts of 
the. Elder's cruise along the coast, which 
iudicates that the partjf; of scientists will 
return laden , with many innrels. . They 
seem to have' developed a' mania for 
glaciers, having visited and explored 
above thirty — several of whidi -were new 
and unknown, save to the natives. 

In one bay not shown on the maps or 
in the charts of the navigator, they dis- 
covered a new monstrous glacier. It 
falls. below the giant .Muir in size, but is 
more" grand and picturesque to the 
view. This liay extends inland over 20 
miles, and at a point quite near the 
glacier a .soiiniling lini? of -10 fatlionis 
did not lou<'li l)(itt<un. This inlet they 
named Unknown Bay. It was here the 
lOhler, in nianoeuvering among the 
calves from the .glaeier. broke a propeller 
blade, making it neeessnry to return to 
Orca, where repairs were piade. At the 
head of Pis.nicha lit ment Kay they 
found four glaciers, which have been 
seen liut once before liy white men. 
This was when a government boat sev- 
eral years ago visited the spot. In ley 
Ixiy. "JO miles .across, ofipositi^ Carroll's 
glacier, the party discovered a new one, 
with a front of tliree-roiuihs of a iiiih'. 
This was named narj-iiiiau's glaeier. 
Ob.scrvations taken in the vicinity of 
(■rand Pacific glacier showed that its ice 
wall Iiad n'ceded three miles during the 
2(1 ye:irs that havi- elaiised since .Muir 
and Iteeil visited th(> place and e.stab- 
iishcd their survey. 

The different scientists are having 
gratifying siii'cess In all lines. The 
botanists have found several new plant 
.''pocies. and the rollectimi of marine 
speci,-s made by this party will doubtless 
be .superior lo any other in exisieni'i'. 
The ornilliologist has Inul pheiinmenal 
sTiceess. and will on his return rx^ able 
to show new things in birds. 

Fortune lias favonvl the party with 
good sport. Miss ^lary llarriman car- 
i-ii's the honor of killing the first deer. 
She got her lucky shot near .Mount I'^dge- 
ceinb. on HaraiKjfl" island. At iCodiak 
Mr. llarriman killcil ilie only bear seen 
oil the trip. It was an extraordinary 
s]ieeiiiicii nf tin- genus bruin. He will 
have it mounted and set up in the 
museum of natural history nt Wnshing- 
t..ii, I), (\ 

l''ioni Kodiak the ICKler will crnisi' on 
westward, visiting the I'ribilofl" islands, 
thence dfiwn tlie SilKu'iaii coast and 
back to San Francisco, whurc thoy will 
irrlvp about August 3.

Their faithful coinpaniou clung to 
them, auil the warmth of his body was 
grateful, as they crouched low with the 
bitter ico-Inden wind howling about 
them. 

Their scanty stock of provisions was 
well nigh exhausteil, when one of them 
Miggesled seiiiling tlio dog back to the 
cani[>. This was a forlorn hope, but it 
was tlie only chance Ihey had- Quickly 
writing a few words on ji leaf torn from 
a book, they nuidc it fast around Ids 
neck, and cneourngod him to start back 
oil the trail. 

The sagaciou.s animal did Jiot appear 
to understand, but after reiieated efforts 
they persuaded him to go, and he was 
soon swallowed up in tlie .snow, tiie luisl 
and the storm.

" Not many people know that the aver- 
age growth of the linger nail is of 
an inch per, week, or a littli^ more than 
an inch and a half per year," (diserved

growth, however, depends to ii great ex- 
l.-nt upon the rate of nutrition, and dur- 
ing sickness and alistini'iice frcan good 
i.Durisliiug food it is retarded. Xails 
grow faster in siiuimer than in winter, 
and the growth dilTers for differenl lin- 
giMs, iH'ing usually most rapid in the 
middle linger and slowest in the thumb. 

"The average time tai.en for each 
linger nail lo grow its full length is 
about four Jind a half months, anil at 
t his rate u man of 70 years ot age would 
have renewed his nails LSI! times. Tak- 
ing tlie length nf each nail at half an 
inch, he would have grown 7 feet 
inches of Tiail on each linger, and on nil 
bis lingers and thumbs jin aggregate 
and Ihey lay down, weary and exhaust- length oC.77 feet (> inches."
